COMMERCIAL failures last week in the United States 
as reported by R. G, Dun & Co., were 204 against 252 
the preceding week and 259 the corresponding week 
last year. 








THE CHANGE in the cash discount on coal and wood 
stoves to 2 per cent within 30 days, in the territory of 
the Central Association of Stove Manufacturers, goes 
into effect on January 1. No objection is being offered 
by the dealers, as they very generally understand that 
this change should have really been made long ago 
and they appreciate the reasonableness of it. A similar 
change was made in the entire East some eight years 
ago. The Central Association territory covers West- 
ern Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, north of and includ- 
ing Vincennes and West Virginia. 








Tue United States and Germany have arranged for 
a postal rate on letters between the two countries of 2 
cents instead of the existing rate of 5 cents. The new 
rates will go into effect January 1. According to an 
official announcement of the postoffice department at 
Washington, the new postal agreement between the 
United States and Germany provides that after Janu- 
ary I, letters for Germany paid at the reduced rate of 
2 cents will be dispatched only by steamers sailing 
from New York for German ports, steamers of the 
North German Lloyd and Hamburg-American., lines 
sailing from New York usually on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays. Letters for Germany dispatched via Great 
Britain or France must be paid at the postal union rate 
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of 5 cents for the first ounce and 3 cents for each 
additional ounce. 








A SHREWD business man recently made the state- 
ment: “The way to get business is to go after it.” 
There is nothing extraordinary about this remark, yet 
in it is contained the sum and substance of the prob- 
lem of modern business. There are very few things 
that come to ug without an effort, and trade is one of 
those things that certainly will not come to those who 
do not go after it. The merchant who is constantly 
telling the people that he is in business, who advances 
cogent reasons why they should patronize him, and 
who backs up his arguments by the quality of his 
goods, is bound to secure his share of the trade. In 
other words, the merchant who advertises draws pur- 
chasers past the establishments of his non-advertisng 
competitors, and secures the business. 








THE ANNUAL property loss by fire in America is 
enormous. The figures which are given to describe it 
are so large that one cannot grasp them easily. A 
table covering the period since 1876 shows an average 
for the thirty-two years of $140,000,000. The aggre- 
gate for the same time is $4,356,000,000. The insurance 
loss on this was $2,602,000,000. The world’s stock of 
silver coinage is something like $3,000,000,000. The 
gold is less than twice that amount. In thirty-two 
years the United States has burnt up as much prop- 
erty as would be represented by the national debt of 
Russia or Great Britain. The insurance loss in the 
same period has exceeded the total amount repre- 
sented by the debt of the United States today. In 
fact, when this country had to spend $2,000,000 a day 
for four long yéars to put down the rebellion the debt 
thus created hardly exceeded the insurance losses al- 
ready mentioned. 








AT THE meeting of the Stove Founders’ National 
Defense Association, held in New York City on May 
Labor-Saving 12 Of this year, a committee of five was 


Machinery appointed to investigate the machinery 
in Stove in stove foundry use, it having been the 
Foundries. 


recommendation of the association that 
specific information should be secured upon the vari- 
ous machines now in use in the stove industry. The 
association, at a meeting held in New York City last 
month, adopted the report of this special committee on 
machinery by a vote of 34 to 27. 

After the adoption of the report the officers of the 
Stove Founders’ National Defense Association ten- 
dered their resignations. As a result, however, of the 
adoption of a conservative plan of progression at a 
subsequent meeting the officers reconsidered their 
resignations, and it was decided that a number of meet- 
ings of the stove manufacturers be held in December. 
Accordingly a meeting of the southern district associa- 
tion of the stove manufacturers was held at the Max- 
well Hotel, Nashville, Tenn., on December 3. The 
Central Association of Stove Manufacturers will meet 
at Columbus, Ohio, on December 15 and the Western 
Association of Stove Manufacturers will meet at the 
Auditorium Hotel, Chicago, on December 8. A gen- 
eral meeting of the stove men will be held again in 
January. 






















































































The report was a very comprehensive one, treating 
from every aspect the application of machinery to the 
stove industry, more particularly molding machinery. 
In its report the committee presented. exhaustive in- 
formation concerning labor-saving machinery and de- 
vices that cannot fail to enable all to estimate for them 
selves the possibilities of economics to be obtained by 
the use of machinery in stove foundries, and the condi- 
tions most favorable to their empicyment. The com- 
mittee’s report will unquestionably be of invaluable as- 
sistance to the stove manufacturers in deliberating up- 
on the attitude that should be taken toward organized 
labor at the joint conference between the stove men 
and the molders’ union to be held this month, and at 
which an agreement will be drawn up to supersede 
that which will expire or December 31 of this year. 

In seeking to obtain the fullest information concern- 
ing the use of molding and other machines in stove 
foundries, the committee, besides interviewing stove 
manufacturers, obtained personal interviews with other 
foundry men, including a number of molding-machine 
manufacturers, and visited their plants. Asa result of 
their research, it is almost a foregone conclusion that 
machinery will be installed in stove foundries whether 
or not the molders’ union are willing to concede or 
make it the base of their consideration at the joint 
conference this month. It is a well-known fact that 
a number of stove manufacturers are now operating 
molding machines in their plants without incurring the 
antagonism of the molders. It is also patent that the 
molders’ union has begun to realize that the molding 
machine has come to stay, that it is a labor-saving de- 
vice of no small import to the stove industry, and that 
its introduction, as that of mafy otlter labor-saving 
devices, must be received without opposition. 

The committee announced in their report that their 
investigations have convinced them that there are few, 
if any, stove patterns that cannot be made on a ma- 
chine or some form of device or rig that reduces the 
requirements for molding skill to the point where a 
laborer of ordinary intelligence may be taught in a 
short time to produce castings in equal or increased 
quantity and of equal or better quality than are now 
made by the average stove plate molder and nearer to 
pattern weight. 

Regarding the employment of green operators on 
molding machines, the committee has the following to 
say: 

The universal testimony of managers, superintendents and 


foremen is that the best results are undoubtedly secured by 
drilling green operators in the use of molding machines. 


- Green operators coming from the foundry yard, from the 


street, from the country—men of no mechanical skill or trade 
—can be taught everything that is required for them to pro- 
duce satisfactory work with the aid of the machine. With 
a piece price for the work that will enable them, when putting 
forth their best efforts, to earn more at this work than they 
had probably dreamed of being able to earn, their interests 
are bound up with the success of the machine. Far ‘from 
having any prejudice against it, they are more apt to be 
enthusiastically in its favor since they have never known any 
other «method of molding or any other occupation by means 
of which they can earn more than half or two-thirds of 
what they are able to make on the machine. Herein lies the 
explanation of satisfactory results that are obtained by the 
use of laboring help on molding machines. These men are 
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able to earn molders’ wages and save the manufacturer 30 to 
50 per cent of his molding cost... é 


The report continues : 

The committee came in contact-with few manufacturers 
who have employed journeymen or union molders on the 
machines with satisfactory results; in fact, it is doubtful if 
any, of which the committee has knowledge, have attained the 
full measure of success. The usual method of installing ma- 
chines in union shops is to employ apprentices to operate them. 
In some cases the apprentice refuses to work on machines, 
maintaining that this requirement of his employer is a vio- 
lation of the contractural obligations of the indenture. In 
all cases it is more or less of a continuous struggle to main- 
tain machines in operation and progress toward increase of 
output, and installation of machines is slow and labored in 
the face of unseen and insistent opposition. A number finding 
the effort too wearisome have abandoned the machines alto- 
gether. 

The reasons for the failure of the journeyman molder to 
produce a maximum output on the machines are two; first, 
union affiliation undoubtedly has created in his mind a dislike 
for and prejudice against the machines; second, he lacks a 
positive incentive to operate the machines to the best advan- 
tage. He anticipates no increase in his earning power—the 
reward is negative. The laborer is promised a large increase 
in his earning capacity if he gets the most out of the machine 
—the journeyman molder is promised employment at a less 
remunerative work or no work at all if he does not operate 
the machine to its full capacity. 

For reasons stated above it is doubtful whether a non- 
union journeyman would make a better success of the ma- 
chine than the union journeyman, The fundamental problem 
is one dealing with human nature perhaps as much as with 
union labor. Any journeyman has through long years be- 
come so accustomed to certain fixed standards of a day’s 
work that he finds it difficult to readjust himself, against all 
inclination and active prejudice, to new standards of output 
largely exceeding the old. Inquiry in non-union shops where 
both floor and machine molders are employed develops the 
fact that it is difficult even thus, when not encountering union 
prejudice against the machine, to get a man accustomed to 
floor or bench work to put up a full day’s work on the 
machine. 


The conclusions formed by the committee after the 
study of molding machines in the stove industry are in 


part as follows: 

1. That the stove industry is far behind others in the 
employment of labor-saving machinery and devices. 

2. Molding machines are successfully used in some stove 
foundries to reduce molding cost. 

3. Those institutions that are making the most use of 
the machines are also those that are most rapidly adding to 
their equipment. 

4. The best results in the use of the machine were ob- 
served in open shops. 

5. Best results were seen to be obtained from breaking 
in a green operator. 

6. That all stove patterns can be molded with some 
form of machine or device already in use. 

7. It requires a smaller number of large pieces to be 
made to pay for new pattern equipment since the saving 
per piece is larger in proportion to cost of pattern than in 
the case of small pieces. 

8. Through the use of these practically indestructible 
pattern plates in place of loose iron patterns, the cost of 
maintaining patterns in repair is reduced and the necessity of 
preserving and caring for duplicate sets of patterns in wood 
or iron obviated. 

9. The best results may be obtained from a system of 
specialized labor which allows the machine operator to devote 
himself exclusively to molding and pouring—that is, allows 
the machine operator to perform only such work besides 
actual molding which will still make it possible to hold him 
responsible for good castings. Carrying iron, shifting weights 
and strippers, shaking out, and if possible, cutting over sand, 
should be performed by common labor—machine operators to 















* 


be. This suggests the employment of surface or overhead 
carriers as labor-saving devices.’ 

10. A saving of about 5 per cent of iron in machine 
over hand-molded castings seems not unreasonable to expect. 
An incidental effect on factory economy is suggested by the 
report of a case where a reduction in the cost of grinding 
and mounting small cast ranges was secured after the cast- 
ings were molded by machinery. 

11. The manner most apt to be successful of making 
molding machine installation is: First, determine that you 
have enough patterns of which the necessary number of molds 
are to be made to keef a number of machines busy; second, 
see that your organization, from manager to machine oper- 
ator, is prepared to back the machine with intelligence, en- 
ergy and-enthusiasm; third, select carefully the make of ma- 
chines. best suited to your work, start with not less than 
two machines and let all be of the same make; fourth, after 
having begun right, see that your installation continues to 
work right. ; 

12, The increased use of molding machinery will result 
in increased standardization of parts and reduction in the 
variety of patterns. 


‘In concluding its report the committee says: 


Looking back in review over our investigation it seems to 
us that neither the membership nor the committee, at the 
time of its appointment, realized the magnitude or importarice 
of the work upon which it embarked. What seemed at first 
a simple task easy of accompli$hment loomed larger and more 
complex upon closer acquaintance, offering a field for prac- 
tically unlimited study and research. The molding machine 
division of our investigation of course overshadowed in im- 
portance the others, and to it we gave most of our time. 
We raised many questions to which we tried to find the an- 
swers. To the most important we believe the answers to have 
been found; others have been only partially answered. Con- 
tingent questions suggested in the course of our investiga- 
tions were only stated and answers not even suggested. That 
this report is thus inadequate in certain respects we are 
keenly conscious; nevertheless, whatever else it may be it is 
the product of careful study and investigation with conserva- 
tive conclusions based upon the conditions encountered in 
our investigation.

States government. Millions would 
have to be laid out in equipment, more millions in 
salaries, and hundreds of thousands in rental for of- 


fice space, warehouse storage, stabling, etc. Post- 
master General Meyer’s careless and overconfi- 
dent claim that parcels post would make the 


postoffice department a paying proposition is not well- 
founded, Even if his statement were based on dem- 
onstration, this country does not want a parcels post 
system that would kill every business in the small 
towns except perhaps butter, eggs, vegetables and 
made-to-order clothing. What chance will the small 
dealer have in competition with Goliaths of mer- 
chandising who send out catalogues of thousands of 
pages and sell anything from a needle to an anchor? 
He simply cannot compete with them. The day that 
parcels post goes into effect he must prepare to go out 
of business. 

In the face of the wail of Postmaster General 
Meyer that $9,000,000 of his. very large deficit for 
last year was due to added employes and increased 
pay roll, his suggestion that parcels post would make 
the postal system pay is nothing short of ridiculous. 
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In the past seven years 99,000 tax-eaters were added 
to the civil service. The taxpayer hands them $6s,- 
000,000 a year. What an army must be added, if the 
postoffice department undertakes a general express 
business, in addition to forwarding the present four 
classes of mail. Mr. Meyer appears to be woefully 
lacking in business experience. 








Wira the exception of the month of June, the ag- 
gregate capitalization of the corporations formed in 
Banner the Eastern states during November 
Month for was the largest of any month this year, 
New and was more than $100,000,000 greater 
Incorporations than the total for November of last year. 
Capital as represented by the new incorporations with 
$1,000,000 or more that filed papers in Maine, New 
Jersey, New York and Delaware, aggregated $149,- 
g00,000 as compared with $42,000,000 in the corre- 
sponding month of 1907. While there has been a 
great expansion in the matter of incorporating new 
concerns in the Eastern states in the last two months 
and the totals for October and November exceed 
those of the corresponding months of last year, the 
total capitalization of large companies formed this 
year to date is considerably below the total capitaliza- 
tion in the corresponding period of 1907. In the I1 
months of last year the total capitalization of such 
concerns amounted to $1,251,650,000, which compares 
with the total for the same period of this year of 
$996.023,250. A comparison of the totals of October 
and November of this year with the same months of 
last shows nothing, as in the latter period the country 
was in the throes of a panic, and new companies 
formed in that period were chiefly those forced by re- 
organization of bankrupt concerns and those which 
had been waiting only the formal filing of incorpora- 
tion papers. 

New Jersey with five large companies was first as 
an incorporating state, the total capitalization being 
$69,200,000. This is of interest, inasmuch as the 
state of Maine has for almost two years taken the lead 
in this respect. However, Maine was second on the 
list and not far below the total of New Jersey. New 
York came next to Delaware in fourth place and had 
but one large company, there having been no large 
concerns formed in Massachusetts. With business 
conditions improving all the while and with the hoards 
of money turned loose, there is every indication that 
1909 will witness great things in the way of the or- 
ganization of new enterprises. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

When the invention of a “noiseless” rifle was an- 
nounced some time ago a great many persons whose 
knowledge of things military was limited to the wit- 
nessing of martial parades failed to appreciate the 
utility of the device. It was apparent that a noise- 
less firearm would be of advantage to criminals, and 
while the hushing of the battle roar would be a step in 
anesthetic progress, it did not appear of great mo- 
ment whether the musketry “rattled” or faintly 
popped. The new weapon has recently been subjected 
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to an official test, and the comment this test has aroused 
will enlighten the civilian. At close range the new 
rifle is “noiseless” merely by courtesy; the sound of 
its discharge has been reduced by 74 per cent, and at 
2 distance of 1,500 yards only a faint click can be 
heard. Under the actual conditions of war, however, 
the gun would be practically silent, as is made apparent 
by this explanation in a metropolitan newspaper : 

The effective range of a rifle aimed at an individual mark 
is not far beyond 1,000 yards, in normal conditions. At 1,500 
yards it is practically of no moment to a single, detached sol- 
dier, whether his enemy sees or hears him or not. At 2,000 
yards, however, it is possible to fire effectively into 
a mass of infantry or cavalry. Thus the smokeless weapon, 
silent at that distance, would be of great efficiency in such 
conditions. 

With two contending armies supplied with such a 
rifle as this, our present-day battle conditions would 
undergo a remarkable change. The progress of an 
infantry attack upon a flank, for instance, would no 
longer be revealed to a commanding officer by the ad- 
vaneing or receding crackle of the musketry fire. 
Skirmishers clad in the well-nigh invisible uniform of 
the modern service and supplied with noiseless rifles 
using smokeless powder would be impossible to locate.

Ferdinand Antoine of New Orleans, La., has in- 
vented a device that the laziest of us and those of us 
who believe that “only fools and horses work,” will 
welcome with open arms. Antoine’s ingenious device 
would make a living for him without its owner do- 
ing anything but scoop up the change as the money 
would come his way. And it came, too. Like most 
great inventions, it is a simple contrivance, and is op- 
erated with the utmost ease and facility. The invent- 
or, who has not yet patented it, I am informed, was 
operating it in a Jesuit’s Church in the Crescent City, 
when Brother Peter caught him with the goods. The 
contrivance consisted of a long, thin, light stick, the 
end of which was smeared with tar. Holding the un- 
smeared end in his hand, Antoine, when he thought no 
one was looking, would place the tarred end in the 
contribution box of the church and “lift out” all that 
adhered to the stick.

For 
several weeks the Jesuit fathers wondered at the re- 
markable falling off in contributions.

“Don’t get discouraged because people laugh at you 
and ridicule you when you are trying to do things 
right. Every successful man has had the same experi- 
ence; in fact, it seems to be one of the prices we have 
to pay for success. 

“Don’t get discouraged about anything when you 
are striving to do your best. Everything will come out 
all right and you will laugh tomorrow over the cares 
and worries of today.”

George W. Corbin. 

George Waldo Corbin, president of the Corbin Bros. 
o., manufacturers of locks and hardware specialties, 
\ew Britain, Conn., died on November 30 at his home 
0 New Britain. For some months past he had been 


iffering from an affliction of a serious character, but 
iterly it was thought he was on the road to recovery. 
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He was a man possessed of a genial disposition and 
a strong personality and was very prominently con- 
nected with the industrial life of New Britain. Dur- 
ing the past year he had organized two enterprises— 
Corbin Bros. Co., of which he was president, and the 
Dean Steel Die Co., of which he was treasurer. He 
was also the treasurer of the Corbin-Church Co. Mr. 
Corbin was born in New Britain in 1859 and was a 
nephew of Philip Corbin, president of the American 
Hardware Corporation. After he left school he en- 
tered the firm of P. & F. Corbin, holding the position 
of timekeeper, and remained with that concern until 
1880 when he connected himself with the Corbin Cabi- 
net Lock Co. For years he managed the affairs of 
the Corbin Cabinet Lock Co., but last May he severed 
his connection with that concern. Owing to his large 
interest in the Union Mfg. Co. of New Britain, man-

ufacturers of drill chucks, he was elected president of 
that concern, which is one of the most prosperous 
manufacturing plants in New Britain. Mr. Corbin 
was also connected with a number of financial insti- 
tutions in his home town. He was president of the 
People’s Savings Bank, director of the New Britain 
Savings and Loan Association, trustee of the New 
Britain Trust Co. and director of the New Britain 
Realty Co. The deceased was very prominent in the 
political life of New Britain, and was elected mayor 
of that city in 1894. He was a thirty-third degree 
Mason and was very prominently connected with vari- 
ous fraternal organizations. In the death of Mr. 
Corbin the trade has lost a man of remarkable busi- 
ness attainments. He was possessed of twentieth-cen- 


tury business ideas and carried them out to their full- 
est scope. His magnetic disposition won him friends 
at all times and in all places.

HARDWARE. 


While there are no significant changes to note in the 
conditions governing the hardware market during the 
last week, it is evident that there is a continuation of 
the confidence which has been gradually growing and a 
gradual increase in the volume of current business. 
There has been more liberal placing of orders, and 
many of the factories are now running again on full 
time. While there has recently been some revision of 
prices, they have not been drastic, and general confi- 
dence is shown in the market as the close of the year 
draws near. Manufacturers of builders’ hardware are 
particularly busy just at present, and distributors. are 
now ordering stocks for assortment with more free- 
dom. Wire products still maintain the lead in the 
movemient of heavy staples and the steady number of 
orders received for wire nails and fencing shows a nor- 
mal consumption. Even cut nails are also beginning 
to show signs of greater activity after a period of com- 
parative quiet. A fairly satisfactory trade is also re- 
ported by jobbers in holiday goods. In barb wire a 
larger amount of orders is being received at the mills 
than usual at this season of the year, and prices are 
reported as holding firm. Manufacturers of wire fenc- 
ing are placing quite liberal orders for fence wire, and 
specifications against contracts are being received by 
the mills in good volume. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill is $1.95 per 
keg. The jobbing price is $2 at the mill for full car 
loads, $2.10 at the mill for less than car loads and 
$2.40 out of Store. The base price of cut nails at the 
mill is $1.80 per keg. The jobbing price is $1.85 for 
full car loads at the mill, $1.95 for less than car loads 
at the mill and $2.25 out of store. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car load lots, $1.95; retail- 
ers’ car load lots, $2; painted barb wire, jobbers’ car 
load lots, $2.10; retailers’ car load lots, $2.15, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobber in car 
lots, $1.80, and to retailers in car lots, $1.85. 

Coil chain, trace chain, cow ties and German pat- 
tern coil chain are now quoted at unusually low prices. 
A reduction in price of 7% per cent has taken place 
in shovels of the third and fourth grade. The better 
grades have been reduced 5 per cent. Irregularity has 
recently been characteristic of the shovel market. 





TIN PLATE. 


The tin plate trade is reviving. The American Sheet 
& Tin Plate Co. has closed a five-year contract with 
the American Can Co. to supply it with plates. No fig- 
ures could be secured on the tonnage and the price a 
box is unknown, although it is surmised that it is on 
a sliding base for the five years. One estimate is that 
the American Can Co. will take at least 65 per cent of 
the output of the American Sheet & Tin Plate Co., but 
this seems too large. The Greer plant at New Castle, 
Pa., has been placed in readiness to resume and $60,- 


000 has been expended in vepales: but no orders have 
been received to start operations. The manufacturers 
are of the opinion that the tariff on tin plates will not 
be changed. As a result of the good demand for tin 
plates at an off season like the present, prices are very 
firm. Prices are $3.89 for 100-pound coke plates f. 
o. b. New York, and $3.70 at Pittsburg mills, with 


the independents quoting $3.65.

COPPER. 


Sales of copper continue small and domestic con- 
sumers remain out of the market. They have covered 
their actual requirements during the balance of the 
year and their recent experience of too heavy buying 
has encouraged them to hold off. Foreign consumers 
also are not buying anything of importance. Pur- 
chases for export have fallen to practically nothing 
and a resumption of buying is not anticipated until 
next month. Copper can be purchased on the basis 
of 14% cents for electrolytic, but many large produc- 
ers and selling agents are holding the metal at 14% 
cents. It is generally believed that a concession would 
result in a large increase in sales. Stocks of coppe! 
in Europe are giving producers some concern as large 
offerings of speculative copper are made on every ad- 
vance in prices. It is expected the next six months 
will reduce foreign stocks to a more reasonable fig- 
ure. Production continues the heaviest in the history 
of the trade and consumption is not more than 75 per 


cent.of the normal.

Busts elaeridly continues along conservative tines 
in the market for pig iron, and consumers who have 
completed their requirements are inclined to ‘await the 
result of the blowing in of idle capacity which may re- 
sult in modifying the recent advance in prices, which. 
has ranged $1 to $2 for all kinds of iron in all sec- 
tions. Recent business, especially in the East, has been 
confined to the placing of small lots of foundry, forge 
and basis grades, but there is a fair tonnage under ne- 
gotiation with malleable founders, jobbing gray iron 
founders, railroad equipment, plants and machinery 
manufacturers. Most of the stove founders have cov- 
ered requirements for the first quarter of next year, 
but a few new orders have been placed during the 
last week. In the Chicago district it is generally be- 
lieved that the melters have covered their requirements 
as far ahead and to as great an extent as business 
prospects warrant. Improvement is shown as com- 
pared with the early summer buying, but the total is 
considerably: short of what will be required when the 
full capacity is being operated. For prompt shipment 
$17 delivered can be done, while $17 furnace can be 


obtained the first quarter delivery.

Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: “The past week has seen a comparatively 
quiet market, but this was rather to have been expected 
after the recent buying movement and considering the 
time of year. During the early part of November con- 
sumers were not at all backward in covering their re- 
quirements for the balance of the present year and the 
first half of next, and even a number of those who did not 
know exactly what they would need caught the spirit of 
the thing and did their share of the buying. Now that the 
breathing spell has come people are taking their time to 
look around and investigate carefully before deciding to 
do anything, and purchases are being made with circum- 
spect care. Then, too, as we approach the first of the 
year, which is almost universally the time for taking in- 
ventory, buying is naturally of a less volume. However, 
the recent advance in both northern and southern irons is 
being well maintained and- furnace men seem satisfied with 
what they have done and are optimistic over future pros- 
pects. They are not worrying over the fact that things 
have quieted down, accepting the situation as the expected 
one in the natural order of events. Several of the large 
producers in the south have practically withdrawn their 
product from the market and a number of others are not 
willing to sell for delivery beyond the first quarter of next 

“+, The northern furnace men are not quite so con- 
servative and most of them will sell for the en- 
tire first half. Generally inquiries that are being 
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seth out are for requirements over the first six months of 
1909. The fact that there is so little demand for spot iron 
indicates that every one is covered for the present. In- 
quiries that are current are divided almost equally among 
foundry, basic and Bessemer grades. 

“In summing up we can only say that the expected 
has happened; things are quiet, but the tone is healthy and 
the prospects are bright.” 





Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: “Buying during the week has been most satisfactory 
and in excellent volume, the week closing with large tonnage. 
There is not the eager attitude manifested right now that 
has been in evidence during the recent past, this now having 
transferred. itself to other lines. Structural steel and car 
orders are more in evidence and the demand for railroad 
equipment is better than any time since the opening of the 
year. A large tonnage in rails is being held up on account of 
the controversy between the mills and railroads over the roll- 
ing specifications. This amount is estimated at 500,000 tons 
now in negotiations which it is presumed will be closed by 
the first of the year. 

“Prices are firm and strong, with very little range on the 
part of different sellers. The furnaces are generally well sold 
up for the first quarter and it is expected that a brisk move- 
ment for second quarter shipment will soon be heard from. 
Production generally is increasing and stock on furnace yards 
is decreasing, which shows an excellent percentage of im- 
provement in melt. 

“Coke is firm, the ovens are getting out a satisfactory 
tonnage, and shipments are moving freely. There are some 
good inquiries in the market and prices are being maintained 
A large item to be considered during the winter months will 


be the lack of workmen in the various coke fields. This is 
more noticeable when it is known that in the Connellsville 
districts, when running full, there are some 38,000 mine and 
coké workers, where at present not more than 20,000 are 
employed, as the majority of those who became idle about a 
year ago have not returned from their exodus to foreign 
countries. It is firmly believed that prices on furnace and 
foundry coke will be advanced before the first of the year.” 





SEEDS. 


The Leonard Seed Co. says in its weekly report: 

“It is likely that for the next week or two the seed 
department of the average general store will be some- 
what lost sight of in the Christmas rush, for seeds do not 
cut much figure as Christmas gifts. Immediately after the 
holidays, however, seeds will demand attention and a re- 
plenishing of stock will cause a rush for all standard va- 
rieties. 

“The prospect for a good spring trade is bright. Re- 
ports from all sections indicate that the country merchant 
is alive to the situation and in a position to take advan- 
tage of it. Early orders in most cases can be filled with- 
out trouble, but the short placing of advance orders, which 
was the rule this year, will have to be made up for, con- 
sequently the demand will be greater than usual, and with 
a not overabundant stock in the hands of the distributor, 
the later orders of the dealers will not be so easy to fill. 
The situation from the distributor’s standpoint is all that 
could be desired.

No great quantity of stock has been carried over 
by the general merchant; the planting of seeds will be 
larger than ever and a steady advance in values is looked 
for. 

“Being now in a position to name prices, we are ad- 
vising our customers to make their wants known, so that 
when the seed planting season comes they will be ready 
for it. 

“Onion sets are in sharp demand at prices ranging 
some 10 to 15 cents per bushel higher than a week ago. 
Flower seeds seem to be in fair supply. Some of the va- 
rieties that were quite scarce last season are offered freely 
and at somewhat reduced prices. Field corn and all va- 
rieties of grain will be in fair supply at prices about on a 
par with last year. Grass seeds rule firm with small 
change in value over the past week.”
